WASHINGTON, April 19.— Minister 
Conger reports to the State Department 
from Peking, under date of March 12, 
that an attempt was made in the dis- 
trict of Yutien, about one hundred 
miles west of Peking, to reorganize the 
Boxer movement, but as promptly 
suppressed by the energetic action of 
the Viceroy, the famous Yuan Shih 
Kai, who stood like a rock against 
the Boxers in 1900. Several soldiers 
lost their lives in the attempt to arrest 
the criminals. Several are to be be- 
headed and their heads exhibited where 
the organization started. Mr. Conger 
says only such prompt and severe 
measures will prevent similiar organi- 
zations in other localities, and that 
it is hoped and believed Yuan Shih 
Kai will continue as he has begun. 
The native official report on the upris- 
ing is as follows: 

“The Tung Yung Ping Brigade-Gen- 
eral, Lian Tang, and the district mag- 
istrate of Yutien, Cheng Chin, re- 
port: ‘In the matter of Boxers drilling 
at Liu Hotao, in the distgict of Yutien, 
Wwe sent petty officers to make a thore- 
ough search, and on the 26th of the 


Kan Lin Chiang and others, men and 
women, ten in all, who were practicing 
Boxer arts, and now ask for orders as 
to how we shall deal with them.’ 

“To this, reply was received as fol- 
lows: The contents of the report have 
been carefully noted. Proclamations 
have been issued repeatedly, strictly 
forbidding any revival of the disturb- 
ances of 1900, which were originated by 
the Boxers, but Kan Lin Chiang and 
his party, having no regard for the 
law, assembled a lot of people to form 
a band of Boxers and drilled them in 
the dead of night. When they were 
being searched for by the civil and 
military officials they -dared to resist 
arrest, and killed and wounded several 
soldiers. Thereupon seven of them 
were killed, men and women, and their 
heads exposed as a warning. Ten 
others, men and women, were arrested, 
and their swords, shields, flags, pen- 
— and pledges, 
proofs of their evil 

“If shall depute the Taotal Ch 
Tuan, of the military — 
to proceed at once with all haste and 
make a thorough investigation. and 
deal with the matter according to the 
regulations already in force. As to the 
ten men and women already in cus- 
tody, let them be carefully tied and 
afterward beheaded, and let their heads 
be sent to the place of their rebellion 
and suspended as a warning to all 
and a testimony to the rigor of the law. 
We shall expect also that some plan 
be devised to secure the remainder of 
the band. Every exertion will be made 
to exterminate these disturbers.”’ 

The proclamation of Viceroy Yuan 
Shih Kai shows clearly the vigor of 
the measures taken by him to stamp 
out the Boxer movement. He Says: 

Whereas, on my taking charge of 
this office in the middle of the eleventh 
moon of the XXVII year of Kwang 
Hau (January, 1901.) after the troubles 
which the province of Chi Li had ex- 
perienced, certain lawless bandits 
leagued together to excite the people to 
again bring on calamity and revive the 
dying embers of sedition, it became 
most urgently necessary to perpare se. 
vere regulations, and by heavy penal- 
ties suppress disorder. At that time I 
decided upon eleven regulations, which 
were printed and published far and 
near, giving information to all, and I 

red my subordinates to strictly en- 
a the prohibitions. 

“For more than a year, these r - 
tions have been uniformly quiet. 3 — 
perhaps because a long time has 
elapsed, some have grown cureless and 
have not been given special attention, 
vo that they have secretly incited the 
people and cawped) the remnants of evil 
to sprout again, thus occasioning trou- 
ble and bringing calamity upon the 
country people.

“Toscanelli and Columbus.“ by publish 
ing Markham's last letter and his re- 
ply thereto. Vignaud brings owt sev- 
eral new points, going to show that the 
letter of Toscanelli, the famous Floren- 
tine astronomer. was a forgery. He 
declines, however, to fix the respansi- 
bility for it. 

He points to the probable sources of 
the statements of various authors who 
hitherto have been relled on as prov- 
ing the existence of the letter, and 
comes to the conclusion that if the let- 
ter was spurious, Columbus may have 
remained in ignorance of the fraud, and 
hence could not be expected to mention 
a fact of which he was not aware, or, 
of which he disapproved, if he was 
aware. Vignaud says if the letter was 
genuine, Columbus was guilty of bid- 
ing the source io which he owed the 
circumstances that toda} constitute his 
chief title to glory and of claiming as 
his own the trophies stolen from Tos- 
caneill.

PURSUIT OF SUPPOSED ROBBERS 
AND SHOOTING OF ONE. 


Lively Work Inaugurated by Charles 
Glass and Henry Hendricks, Near Ed- 
wardville, III., Who Objected to Losing 
Provisions and Tent—Wounded Man's

ST. LOUIS (Mo.) April 19.—By means 
of the rural telephone service in the 
vicinity of Edwardsville, III., eighteen 
mils from here, a posse of farmers was 
quickly summoned today to capture 
two supposed robbers and in the fight 
that followed, Frank Charles of Mobile, 
Ala., one of the two men, was prob- 
ably fatally shot, and his companion 
escaped after a three-mile chase. 

Early today two farm-houses were 
entered by robbers and provisions were 
taken from one place and a tent from 
the second. The farmers, Charles Glass 
notified Con- 
stable Lawrence of East Alton by tele- 
phone, and then summoned neighbors 
by the same means. Immediately 
heavily-armed farmers answered the 
call. The robbers had taken flight in a 
buggy, and when the posse came up to 
a buggy containing two men, to which 
a tent was strapped on the outside, 
the occupants were ordered to surren- 
der. The men laughed, but did not of- 
fer violence. Farmer Glass took a 
shotgun from the buggy, and with an 
oath one of the supposed robbers drew 
a revoiver and fired at onstable Lan- 
rence, missing him. The Constable re- 
turned the fire with a revolver to no 
effect. Just as the supposed robber 
aimed again, Farmer Glass shot him 
through the jaw with the shotgun. 
The other man fled, and after gving 
three miles the posse lost track of him.

Sir Oliver Mowat. 


OTTAWA (Ont.) April 19.—Sir Oliver 
Mowat, Lieutenant-Governor of On- 
tario, died today at Government House, 
aged 82 years.

Two or Three Decades in the Number 

of Cases of Self-destruction— 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, April 19.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Considerable attention has been 
drawn to the numerous suicides in 
England recently, and statistics show 
that there has been great increase in 
the number of cases of self-destruction 
in the last twenty or thirty years in 
all but a few countries. The propor- 
tion in France during the past twenty- 
five years inereased from 17 to 2% 
per million of population. In Germany 
it was about the same, and Belgium 
showed only a slightly less proportion. 
In Russia there was no increase. Aus- 
tria increased by 39 per million: Hun- 
ria by 27; Australia by 21; Ireland 
by 8; Scotland by 18, and England by 
1% in the same period. In England 
there has been a steady increage for 
fifty years. In 1860 the number of 
suicides was 1357; In 1896 it had reached 
2639, of whom 1971 were mén and 668 
women. 

In all countries suicides have been 
more common ameng men than women. 
The proportion of women to men is 
greatest in America and Spain. Eng- 
land comes next. with 26 women out 
of every 100 suicides In ten years, be- 
tween 1887 and 1897, there were over 
400 suicides in England of persons un- 
der 15 years of age Of these, 76 were

LAID TO SUN SPOTS.

LONDON, April 19.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] The unprecedented weather of 
Eastertide in England, wintry, wet, 
dreary and depressing, has been accom- 
panied by a startling outbreak of aui- 
cide and crime. As the dismal weather 
is laid by some astronomers to spots 
on the sun, the same malign influence 
may be accountable for the carnival of 
violence. 

The suicide epidemic has been most 
noticeable the seaside resorts and 
in the large industrial centers. Out of 
forty cases reported, ten were due to 
love, four to financial worries and five 
to dread of impending m 

April is normally the month of the 
lowest suicide rate, which is the high- 
est during June, July and August. In 
this same epidemic period, London has 
produced a remarkable crop of trage- 
dies of passion. In one which has at- 
tracted most attention, the victim was 
the beautiful young woman, Mrs. Au- 
bert, wife of an officer. She was shot 
by an admirer named Hull, confidential 
servant to Sir Ernest Cassel. Hull, a 
young man of exemplary character and 
highly esteemed by Cassel, became in- 
fatuated with Mrs. Aubert, who was 
living apart from her husband. Hull 
shot ber and then shot himself. Both 
were fatally wounded. 

In eight cases, the suicides an- 
nounced that they meant to. “follow 
Fighting Mac’,” referring to Sir Hector 
MacDonald's killing of himeelf in Paris. 

Newepapers every morning contain a 
fresh budget of fatalities, mostiy of 
entirely inadequate reasons, as such af- 
fairs go. London has resumed its most 
wintry aspect. Women are enveloped 
in furs, while men are Wearing their 
heaviyst overcoats. Everyone is won- 
dering if this is a foretaste of ten years 
of cold, wet summers, which the Brit- 
ish astronomers have predicted because 
of the sun spots. This death rate has 
jumped up several points.

In the municipal court of Boston a 
decision has just been rendered to the 
effect that a spectator has a right to 
express disapproval of a theatrical 
performance by hissing. The defendant 
in the case attended a performance at a 
playhouse in the West End. He was 
not pleased with the performance, and 
proceeded to express his displeasure by 
vigorous hisses, whereupon he was ar- 
rested by a policeman, who declared, 


upon the trial of the case, that the 
prisoner was “disturbing the persons 


on the stage. _—

Perhaps the Boston court took a 


rather extreme view of the question. If

Foreign Immigration—A Deluded Corre- 


spondent. 

LOS ANGELES, April 15th, 1903. [To 
the Editor ot The Times:] I see by tfe 
cartoon in last Sundays Times and 
by editorials in your paper that you 
are very much opposed to immigration 
from European countries. I should 
like to ask you whether you think that 
the United States would be the pros- 
perous nation it is today if immigra- 
tion had been restricted? Is it not a 
fact that the great West and North- 
west have been cleared up and brought 
under cultivation, and made produc- 
tive by the English, Scotch, Germans, 


Danes, Swedes, etc.—sturdy, hard- 
working men who have undergone 
trials im these regions such as few 


American-born citizens would have en- 
dured? 

came to New York from Germany 
nearly 50 years ago, a joor lad. By 
hard work, sobriety, economy and 
honesty 1 have made for myseit 
good home, and have saved enoug 
so that now, in the evening of life, 
I can rest. I should be grieved to 
think that any American envied me 
my good fortune, or looked upon me 
as an alien who had usurped rights 
to which he was not entitled. 

yer should an influential and pow- 
erful paper ithe The Times try to 
keep out of this glorious country the 
poor, but honest and hard-working 
citizens of Europe? [ am but a visitor 
here, but I have learned upon unim- 
peachable authority that Jast fall thou- 
sands of tons of apricots, prunes, 
peaches and other fruits rotted on the 
ground because there were no men to 
be had to gather them. f have been 
told by farmers that farm hands are 
very scarce, and that sometimes it is 
impossible to get then. Rignt here, 
in your own city, there is a demand 
for mechanics of all kinds, carpenters, 
bricklayers, etc., teamsters and un- 


‘skilled labor, that cannot be supplied. 


I was in Kansas during part of last 
summer. Enough men to harvest the 
crops in that State were not to be 
had, and the wives and daughters of 
the farmers were compelled to go out 
into the fields by thousands and do the 
work of men in trying to save the 
grain. This [| saw. The same state of 
things existed in the States adjoining 
Kansas, and in Wyoming and the Da- 
kotas. The wages offered by these 


farmers. were about three times as 


much as laborers in Germany could 
get. In Germany times are hard and 
iabor plentiful. I was convinced from 
what 1 saw in the West last year that 
200,000 laborers could have found work 
in the States west of the Mississippi 
River. I believe, from what I have 
learned since I came to California this 
winter, that 10,000 men could find work 
in this State summer. The men are 
needed in the United States to keep 
the country going on its career of 
prosperity. Where are they to come 
from if immigration from Europe is 
forbidden’ Do you prefer that your 
fruit men should lose their fruit, your 
farmers their crops, and your land 
owners be unable to build new houses 
rather than allow foreigners to come 
in to do the work? Last year 1 
wrote to several of my friends in Ger- 
many telling them that 200,000 hard- 
working Germans could find work in 
the Western States at much better 
wages that they could get at home. 
Since I came here and learned about 
the loss of fruit croys from want of 
men, and the scarcity of mechanics 


and other laboring men here, and the 


high wages that are paid. here, I have 
written other letters to friends tn my 
native land explaining the situation to 
them. Have I done wrong? Are you 
unwilling that a poor man, who is 


honest and able and willing to work 
should come here and get a few crumbs 
from your overloaded table? 
there is enough

American people not to deny to a poor 


and honest man—though a foreigner—

Dr. Bradford said that the duty of 
one placed on the lookout is to survey 
the whole horizon and to report what- 
ever appears in the field of vision, and 
that his duty as moderator of the Na- 
tional Council of | Congregational 
Churches of the United States would be 
to point out some of the conclusions to 
which he had come, after having ob- 
served current tendencies in thought 
and life, afid studying their relations to 
one another, to the Pilgrim churches, 
and to the kingdom of God as a whole. 

He spoke at some length of prevail- 
ing conditions, and of the problems 
which we, as a nation, must face, say- 
ing, in part: 

“The American people are 
midst of amazing industrial and com- 
mercial prosperity. Year after year 
those who have studied events have 
felt that inevitably change must come, 
but year after year prosperity contin- 
ues and wealth increases. Europe does 
not dread our ironciads nor fear our 
undisciplined troops; what she does 
fear is American industry and competi- 
tion in the flelds of commerce. We are 
building bridges in Africa and rail- 
roads in Asia. We are competing with 
England and Germany on their own 
ground. Austria is frightened and calls 
to the nations of Europe to consider 
what may be done to repel this great 
invasion. Fortunes are being increased 
with incredible rapidity, and prosperity 
is the word which defines the condition 
of the American people. At the same 
time racial characteristics of the people 
are changing. Henceforward the 
American people will be neither Amer- 
ican nor Anglo-Saxon, but composite. 
The same people who violently over- 
ran Rome are peacefully overrunning 
this country. Jews and Poles, Hunga- 
rians and Swedes, Germans and Ital- 
lans are coming to our shores in 
hordes, When we add to this the fact 


that between one-eighth and one-ninth 


of the population is colored, it is easily 
seen that there are racial problems, the 
magnitude of which we have as yet 
hardly begun to comprehend. 

“While this proplem faces us.“ con- 
tinued the speaker, “we are in tne 
midst of a tremendous socia! upheaval. 
Conditions are more violent in other 
lards than our own, but they are 


threatening enough here to make sarewd 


ohservers predict that we are on the 


verge of a revolution which may be 
bicedl nd may not. Trusta are 
growing, boring classes are uniting, 


and only the blind can fail to see that 
we dre swiftly approaching industrial 
chaos. More than one is asking with 
intense ond eager anxiety want the 
outcome must be. 

“It would seem as it our hands were 
full with these problems, but still an- 
other is forced upon our consideration. 
We have reached out five days into the 
Pacific and seized the Hawaiian 181- 
ands; we have gone even to the other 
side of the world and made our own 


the Philippiner. We have assumed re- 
asponsibilities which cannot be evaded. 


This part of the republic is peculiarly 
near to certaln of these conditions. 
No one carn turn his eyes toward the 
West and think of the outlying islands 
with the vast and terrible possibilities 
of complication with other powers with- 
out a feeling of anxiety which he can- 
not easily suppress. 

These problems are none of them 
merely commercial, political, so tal, na- 
tlenal or international: they are pre- 
eminentiy spiritual. The most seif-sac- 
rificing statesmanship is demanded. We 
must be careful lest we attempt to 
ieal with moral questions in an im- 
moral spirit, The American people need 
to be lifted’to the heights where they 
shall survey all the conditions now 
prevailing, in the light that falls upon 
them from above.” 

Dr. Bradford spoke of the speftial 
preparation of the Congregatioyal 
churches for service at this time. He 
said first that they had fought out the 
battle for intellectua! and spiritual fres- 
dom, while many of the other denomi- 
nations were just entering upon that 
absorbing conflict. 

He aigo said: The realization of God 
and the brotherhood of man are the 
two truths which most need emphasis 
in our land and time, and the realiza- 
tion of brotherhced is dependent upon 
the reatigation of God. 

How mey this realization of God 
which is the supreme seed ef the 
churches best be gained? By a reawak- 
ening along spiritual liner. God never 
reveals Himself to any man who pre- 
fers wealth to righteousness. Secret in- 
iquity must be exposed, and put away. 
We must begin more earnestiy to in- 
quire by what means we may be 
brought nearer to the foundation of the 
spiritual life. We must dare to be alune. 
to be misunderstood, to be cast down, 
o he made martyrs. 

1 cannot believe.” continued the 
speaker, that the purpose of God con- 
cerning the American people {is to b> 
thwarted, that we have been led thus 
far to no purpose, that this mingling of 
races and nations or our ia 
out His providence. The republic which 
was here founded in prayer is to have 
spiritual growth. If persons of various 
and dissimilar races can live together 
in harmony, why may we not expect 
that there will some dav be seen thet 
fair and splendid social ideal which. 
taking form in our institutions, hal 
suggest the Kingdom of God which 
is the realization of righteousness in 
the life of humanity. 

“To promote this kingdom in our lend 
and among our own people is our chief 
duty. ond ovr chief need is such 
eytritnual awakening as shall help such 
a realization of God, es shall make the 
welfare of humanity the constant and 
predominant motive in our lives.”

During the Civil War 
there were many tuch instances, men 
killed by broken arts in their hun- 
ger for home. 

Man's happin is wrapped up in 
his home. It should be to him the 
sweetest spot on earth, and the foun- 
dation of the home is marriage. 

lam aware that many who are 
married are miserahle, and from this 
some assert that rriage aa fal- 
ure. This is a mistake. Some peo- 
ple who are married are failures, but 
they would be failures anyway. 

“The effect is correct—there is much 
married infelicity—but the critics have 
assigned the wrong cause. Marriage 
is not a failure. 

“The cause of all this unhappiness, 
of all the misery in the world, can 
be told in one word—sin. And mar- 
riage is doing iis very best to save 
men from sin. Next to the church of 
God there is no institution in the 
world to lift men up like the home 
and true marriage. 

“Marriage is not a transient exne- 
rience. Modern society is sufferi 
from the vice of the present-ddy 
teachings that marriage is a mere 
contract for a few months or years 
as may suit the parties interested.

passage of scripture, Mathew 22:80, is 
responsible for this pernicious teach- 
ing. 

“Marriage is a fundamental expe- 
rience, reaching the very roots of hu- 
man nature. t is a spiritual thing. 
not carnal, and has no limitation at 
the grave. 

“Woman is a distinct creation, and 
it requires both man and woman, 
united in holy love, to express the 
divine image of God. It is not man 
alone nor is it woman alone, that is 
made in God's image—but mankind. 
God made man in His own imeé?, 
male and female created He them. 

“Fundamental to the whole course of 
these lectures is the true idea of 
love. Marriage is a spiritual as well 
as a physical union of man and worn- 
an, a complete union of lovers who 
have found the souls that answer to 
their souls. 

“Love is not temporary nor earth- 
ly, but is permanent and eternal. Na- 
ture and the scriptures teach this. 
The notion that death ends such a per- 
fect union is a hideous heresy. 

“Marriage is a double experience, 
that with the animal, which we share 
with the brute, and spiritual, which 
we share with the spirits above. 

Sex runs throughout the whole uni- 
verse. We shall find it in the next 
life. It comes from the source and 
reat of the Deity. Man and woman, 
I believe, make up the Godhead. 

“What Jesus tried to say to those 
people who asked about the woman 
who had married seven husbands was 
that there would be no marriages of 
pure animalism in heaven. ‘This ani- 
mal element supplies the gaps of death 
in this world, but in heaven there is 
no death, and it is dropped away with 
the flesh. 

“God says of the true marriage 
state, ‘And they j{wain shall become 
one flesh.’ If man and woman are 0 
be torn apart after having become 
the image of the Deity then they be- 
come incomplete images. True souls 
united will be forever one. God is just, 
and there is a law of recompense that 
would never allow the grave to end 
such unions. 

“Paul says: ‘Husbands, love your 
wives even as Jesus Christ loves His 
church.’ Is that temporary love? 
Never. Love is just begun here. There 
will be marriages beyond. 

“Someone has said there will be no 
marriages in heaven because there will 
not be men enough to go around. Well, 
that's the only thing I'm afraid of. 
God wants marrieges. Why. when He 
jooked on the first bachelor made, 
even before the fellow had sinned, 
God pronounced him no good, and 
made a beautiful. creature to complete 
him. I wonder what He thinks of the 
bachelors nowadays. 

“My thought is that there is no 
hindrance to marriage in heaven. We 
go forward: everything good here is 
betfer there. and the love of true souls 
wi!l be continued in marriage in 
heaven. 

“Out of marriage comes the model 


home. Flowers, the divine messen- 
gers to spell out the wood love. 
should always find a’ place in the 
home. Music must be there, and 
books, good books, and pictures that 
are pure. 

“And then the model home must 


have children. No home is perfectly 
furnished until it has within it a 
child. Children are like angels to 
lead one away from selfishness and 
sin and hell. The mystery of father- 
hood and motherhood is God's great 
gift to mankind. The model home will 
be full of children. 

„And lest of all. the model home 
should have the presence, like a bene- 
diction, of the old folks. The gray 
heads of the grandfather and grand- 
mother at the fireside, at the table, 
by the sickbed, before the famiiy al- 
tar—this is required to complete the 


sweetest picture on earth—a_ true 
home.“

“Whatever of wisdom then is In the 
relations we sustain to the nature 
around us and to our fellowmen, has 
been produted by the experience of our 
race 2s also ourselves. The proverbs of 
our Bible. as well as of all scriptures 


have been born of unnumbered centur- 


ies of human vicissitudes and misfor- 
tunes. Fear is a cause ot muliplied ac- 
tivities among men, both physical, in- 
tellectual and meral. These are neces- 
sary fears. They are a part of na- 
ture’s ordainment for the preserva- 
tion and protection of the race. Fear 
of hunger, thirst, cold, heat, pain, loss 
of health, Poverty, ignorance, and mor- 
al loss, these all are stimulative fears. 
The industries and commerce of the 
world have been builded upon the 
conditions Which these fears have led 
men to attain. Men have fear of los- 
ing their present conditions of peace 
and ease of intelligence and social 
worth, so they put forth strenuous 
efforts to avoid the exigent circum- 
stances. It is fear that stimulates us, 
or drives, or hurries, or restrains us 
in manifold ways. These are all be- 
neficent to us when they help us to 
larger and completer ways of lite. 
They are unnecessary and evil when 
they drive us as taskmasters and we 
are as their siaves. ' 
“Multitudes cf men and women are 
living as saves 0 fears. They have 
no ace or congentment. Life is 
filled with fret and worriment. The 
days have no beauty or inspiration. 
Men have distress and anxiety, where 
they should rejoice in abounding hope, 
and faith in the future. It is by such 
fears that men often incapacitate 
themselves for their work. Instead 
of a ready acceptance of events with 
a spirit of cheerful! optimism they are 
controlled by a dark pessimism. They 
live under a cloud, they brood in 
gloomy forebodings that are destruc- 
tive of all courage and endurance. 
Such fears are unnecessary, they cause 
us to lose our grip upon ourselves. 
They are without excuse. They bring 
no reward with them. Of ¢:ich un- 
necessary fears are those which pos- 
sess men when they think of death. 
Of all absurd fears that can tome 
to an intelligently -rational man, the 
fears of whit may come after death 


are the most unnecessary. The order 


of nature testifes that 
God's in hig heaven, 
Alls well with the world.’”

SCENE OF CONFLICT. 

The house in which the tragedy of 
this morning occurred has two en- 
trances, one through the front door 
on L street and the other through a 
side gate from the alley between 
Twenty-first and Twenty-second 
Streets. A back door leads from the 
house out into the cramped yard in the 
rear and it was here that Tibbett and 
Packard were wounded. The front of 
the building is occupied by a large 
hall and tn the rear are two or three 
small rooms on either side of the pas- 
sageway. Evidently McRinney had 
been occupying the room to the right, 
for the bed clothing was tossed about 
and dere was bread and butf®r and 
other provisions in the room. 

It is believed that Tibbett and Pack- 
ard in entering the main hallway passed 
through to the rear door before discov- 
ering the whereabouts of the outlaw. 

It is said that on sighting McKinney 
there was some convergation betwen 
Packard and McKinney, but th’'s cannot 
be verified.

SURRENDER OF HULSE. 

A close guard was n’aced round the 
building to watch for Hulse. On the 
alley running east and west from L 
street is the gate by which entrance 
was had to the back yard where Tib- 
bett met his death. On the porch of a 
frame building on the alley an officer 
stood every minutes with a s*otcun 
resting on the fence covering the en- 
Wre yard and the entrance to the 
bullding. In front was another officer 
on watch every minute: others were al! 
around the building. 

About noon the fire department was 
called out, and Sheriff Kelly prevared 
to flood the building in the bope of 
driving out the fugitive. when Hulse 
suddenly appeared on the street, spring- 
ing as it were from the ground. and 
surrendered himself to the Sheriff. He 
handed over a loaded revolver and a 


knife. 

Large crowds gathered around the 
jail and on the streets the matter was 
eagerly discussed. Threats were heard. 
but up to this hour there has been no 
attempt at violence. There is a strong 
guard around the jal. and no one is 
allowed to approach. There was some 
talk of calling out the company of the 
National Guard.

I have 
never polished furniture, Mat 1 sup- 
pose [can. My sister tet 5 me that the 
best polish is given by ‘mixing one- 
third alcohol and two-thirds sweet oil, 
employed with a great deal of elbow 
Krease.“ It must be applied with a 
woolen rag and each place must be 
finished up as we go along. That is. 
instead of going over the whole with a 
polish and then repeating, you should 
take a little part of the wood and get 
it finished and then go on to the next 
and afterward give the whole its rub. 
“This antique table I am going to 
treat this way: A solution of two heap- 
ing tablespoonfuls of sal soda to a 
quart of warm water. I will take this 
old tooth brush and will apply this so- 
lution and rinse it off with cold water 
immediately. Rub it dry with a soft 
cloth. Doesn't it look well? It brings 
the grain right out with the wood. Now 
I think it should be rubbed with pol- 
ish. I have been told that for this sort 
of polish it is well to use raw oil and 
turpentine, but I do not know why any 
good furniture polish wan't answer, 
and we will use this that we have. I 
think that is very satisfactory. I love 
to rub things and see them come out 
bright and good as this is doing.

FOR JURORS. 


Melrose Panel Imprisoned 
Whole Sabbath Day. 


Locked up Again Last Night with 
No Hope of Agrecing. 


Prisoner’s Wife Hummed Hymn 
Tunes While Waiting. 
‘Bight io Four. 


No verdict was reached by the jury 
in the Melrose murder case yesterday. 
All day long within the courtroom 
where they had listened to the evidence 
for a week the jurors were weighing 
the case with a life banging in the 
balance. There was no eloquence nor 
cleverly-turned argument to daze them, 
but they couldn't get together. At 9:30 
o'clock last evening they were locked 
up and went to bed. 

In the middle of the forenoon Judge 
Smith called the jury out and asked 
them if they had reached a verdict, but 
the answer was the same as on the pre- 
vious night. Then they returned and 
wrestled with the evidence again. 

Outside in the halls were those who 
waited anxiously for -the verdict. At- 
torney Earl Rogers, who made such a 
tremendous fight for the life of his 
client, was one of these. Attorney F. 
— Allender represented the prosecu- 
tion. 

In the courtroom of Department Six 
were Melrose, his wife and three young 
ladies, friends of the family. They 
could hear the buzzing of the jurors’ 
voices from where they sat. The twelve 
men were either weaving a hemp rope 
to hang Melrose, or blessed freedom; 
still Melrose never lost his poise. 

He didn’t look it, but he must have 
been guessing then, the guess of his 
life. He looked as though he had never 
a doubt as to the result. Mrs. Melrose 
seemed to share this confidence. She 
hummed old-fashioned hymns and, but 
for nervous starts occasionally, she 
seemed to be in fine spirits. These 
throbs came when a juror’s voice would 
be raised higher than ordinary, but she 
would quickly regain her control and 
lapse into the seemingly cheerful mood, 

There were a few visitors besides 
those vitally interested in the turn. of 
the case; but the hush of the corridors 
and the general atmosphere were not 
inviting.

Discussion in the jury-room was ex- 
ceedingly animated. No words could 
be distinguished because every one 
was obliged to keep at a respectful dis- 
tance from the door. Still it was evi- 
dent that a very important point was 
being debated.“ The raised voices and 
their tones indicated that considerable 
feeling was shown. 

Mrs. Melrose turned visibly pale and 
the three young women displayed signs 
of the most extreme nervousness. Mrs. 
Melrose half arose as though she would 
rush to the door: she looked as though 
she would have liked to burst through.

SHAMROCK TO HAVE TRIAL SPINS 
IN FOUR WEEKS. 
Sir Thomas Lipton Has Utmost Confi- 
dence in His New Boat—Body of Lost 
‘Sailor Not Recovered—Provision is 
Made for Man’s Family.

WEYMOUTH (England) April 19.— 
The two Shamrocks left here today at 
noon for Southampton. The challenger 
was towed by the Erin. Sir Thomas 
IApton was interviewed this morning 
before the departure of the yachts. 
Describing the accident of last week he 
said: 

“When the challenger lost her mast 
there was certainly six feet of water 
over her lee deck. My first impression 
when the mast went was that the boat 
was sinking. Later, when I was able 
to scramble up on deck, I found every- 
thing gone and the boats out doing 
rescue work. I never saw the seaman 
Collier in the water.“ 

Sir Thomas was bewildered at the 
suddenness of the accident and said 
that the scene that immediately fol- 
lowed seemed to him like the confused 
remembrance of@a dream. 

Questioned as to his future course, 
he said he meant to work day and 
night to get the yacht fitted in time 
for further trials before sailing for 
New York. His desire was to avoid 
a postponement of the races, 

Mr. Ward, Designer Fife and Capt. 
Wringe have held a conference and 
have promised to put the challenger in 
racing trim again ih three weeks. 

It will be a big job. Designer Fife 
has condemned the boom, mast and 
topsai! spars of the yacht and they will 
all be removed, as will the sails. 

The decision against a postponement 
of the races was reached last. night 
after a long consultation, and this 
morning Sir Thomas sent the follow- 
ing telegram to G. A. Cormack, secre- 
tary of the New York Yacht Club: 

“IT am pleased to inform you that 
the damage to Shamrock Tif will be 
right in three or four weeks. There 
will no necessity of considering the 
question of a postponement. Please 
communicate this to your committee 
and also convey my earnest thanks 
for their expressions of sympathy.”

SPECIFICATIONS AND PROBLEMS. 


The original figures were for a dam 
that should have 199 feet of available 
storage, with capacity of 840,000 acre 


feet, to be constructed at a cost of 
$1,908,000, 


or $2.27 per acre foot. 
It has been thought best to 
ehange these dimensions, to pro- 
vide storage for any possible 


flood of water that may come. The lat- 
est plans are for a dam 230 feet in 
height above the stream level. The. 
cost will be raised proportionately, but 
the impounding area vastly increased 
and the cost per acre foot materially 
lowered. It was demonstrated that the 
question of silt deposit would not need 
2 vex for several hundred years, at 
east. 

Around Phoenix the main question 
at issue has been the best method 
whereby the valley might avail itself 
of the favorable terms of the irriga- 
tion act. After months of consultation 
and argument, at last, in 2 
Was Organized the Salt River Valley 
Water Users Association, with a capi- 
tal stock of $3,750,000, divided into 250,- 
000 shares, of the par value of $15 each, 
This was assumed to be at the rate of 
a share for every acre to be Irriguted 
by the water storage secured. All sub- 
scribers mus: pledge their land as se- 
curity for the repayment, within ten 
years, to the government of the coat 
of the dam, thereaiter to receive full 
receipt and title from the proper au- 
thorities and perpetual grant of th: 
water right thus gained. In general. 
the plan was approved and thousands 
of acres have been signed up already. 
Objection to specific paragraphs of the 
articles of incorporation has been 
meade, however, mainty by ‘irrigatars 
under the Tempe canal system, who 
belleve their priority of right would 
be surrendered on signature. This dis- 
affected section has submitted its argu- 
ment to the Secretary of the Interior. 


OFFICIAL ‘ANNOUNCEMENT. 


Immediately on leaving the Tonto 
dam site, Director Walcott reported 
fully to the Secretary of the Interior 
the result of his investigations. The 
letter received immediate attention and 
Was answered by wire, the Secretary 
authorizing pubtic announcement of 
bis decision. it was for this announce- 
‘ment that the public meeting of this 
morning was called. ‘ 

Mr. \.aicott informed the gentlemen 
present that the Secretary of the Inter- 
rior had officialiy autnorized him to 
inform the citizens or tue Sait River 
Valley:

The construction remains sub- 
ject to the feasibliity of obtaining tae 
necessary rights, and the adjustment 
ot private claims, in suca manner as 
to comply with the provisions of the 
act.

‘“Third—That the department has con- 
sidered the appeal of the minority 91 
the Salt River Valley Water Storage 
Conference Committee and dec ded that 
any interposition on the part of the de- 
partment would appear to be es- 
sary and tend rather toe delay and com- 
plicate affairs and would not result toe 
aflvantage in the execution of the law.” 

Mr. Walcott added it should be un- 
derstood that the government will dei! 
With individuals in issuing to each per- 
eon a water right and patent to his 
lands, if the latter has not been ob- 
tained before, and that the final water 
right or patent will be issued to the 
individual when all payments have 
bene made to the government. The de- 
partment has also noted that the ur- 
ticles of Incorporation of the Salt River 
Valley Water Users’ Association pro- 
vide that tbey are subject to the rules 
and regulations of the Secretary of the 
interior or the government, concern- 
ing the storage. diversion, delivery, ap- 
plication*or use of any water stored 
Aeweloned or delivered to the assoria- 
tion. This acenre<« tho water user that 
de will receive his due share 
water as he Is protected by the right of 
appeal to the Secretary if the rul@s and 
regulations of the department afe not 
earried out by the association. As a 
whole the articles of incorporation of 
the association are approved. 
Conditions differ so much in different 
localities, he explained. that the de-

Territory Large as California, Colorado, 
Montana and Nevada Sliced off Nigeria 
at One Stroke—Stormy Interview and 
Exciting Siege. 


[STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
LONDON, April 4.—It would be inter- 
esting to know how many people in 
this country realized—when the news 


a Comparatively small force, had oc- 
cupied the African town of Sokoto— 
what a mighty piece of territory had 
been added to the British Empire. 
The recent operations tn Nigeria, be- 
ginning with the capture of Kano, have 
had liiitle attention paid to them in 
Great Britain, and few newspaper 
readers could have had any idea that 
the fall of Sokoto, the capital, meant 
the practical occupation of a vast em- 
pire, with a native population of =. 
000,000; or, in other words, that un- 
other little dab of red,” as they say in 
this country, had just been applied to 
a territory as large as the States of 
Colorado, California, Montana and Ne- 
vada put toge ner. 

Few details of the taking of Sokoto 
have come to hand, but the siege of 
Kano, the chief merchantile ity of the 
Empire, was exciting. It was another 
instance of the white man's prestige 
winning for Lim, for whereas the at- 
tacking force numbered only £00, there 
were within the city 5000 infantry end 
hundreds of horsemen, all armei with 
rifies. It had been expected that the 
blacks would surrender without tmak- 
ing serious resistance, but they put up 
& pretty defense. The advantage was 
on their side, teo. for Kano is a forti- 
fied town, the walls being forty feet 
high and as many thick at the base. 
Artillery fire was opened vpon tiem, 
but a breach coul not be ma le, so Col. 
Morland, in command of the attack, or- 
dered a storming party against one of 
the great gates. The party consisted cf 
two officers and several men all arme 
with axes, and the gate was soon de- 
molished, though both the offers were 
wounded. As the British force entered 
Kano, the native roldiery abandoned 
the town and scattered in all directions. 
The King of Kano deemed it wise not 
to await the issue of the siege of his 
city, but had quitte it incontinerntly as 
soon as the news of Col. Morlands ad- 
vance reached his royal ears. Here, by 
thé way, is a picturesque account given 
by a member of the recent British mis- 
sion to the King, of an interview with 
His Majesty in the royal palice at 
Kano. It was partially as a result of 
this interview that the Nigeria cam- 
paign was undertake n. 

The palace,” this officer says. “a 
splendid specimen of mud architecture, 
was a mass of p*sple and the court- 
yards were <rammed. While we stood

BUSINESS A PROFESSION. 


((A of the distinguishing marks 
of this age is the eagerness for 
accurate and comprehensive 
Knowledge of the history and mechan- 
ism of money, exchange, speculation 
and commerce. Business is being ele- 
vated to the standard of a profession. 
The mental equipment essential to suc- 
cess in trade and banking is now equal 
to that required in law and medicine. 
Indeed, business is now more attract- 
ive to young men of ambition than 
any of the professions. The emolu- 
ments are greater and the opportunities 
are wider. Success depends not only 
upon energy, industry and the skill 
which is only gained by practical ex- 
perience, but upon that breader know!l- 
edge which comes only from study of 
history and principles, remarks the 
Wall Street Journal. 

“A notable development of the past 
few years has been the establishment 
of schools of comerce by the leading 
universities, This has called for the 
creation of a literature of business, and 
‘publishing houses have undertaken* to 
supply the demand by the issue of 
series of books on business topics 
treated both from the theoretical and 
practical standpoint. It is a notewor- 
thy fact that in a recent report to the 
board of directors, one of the officers of 
a famous publishing house advecated 
the policy of abandoning the publica- 
tion of works of fiction, except such 
novels as were of the highest literary 
merit, and of confining its energies more 
to solid literature, such as books of 
history, biography and economics. Al- 
ready more than one-fifth of every- 
thing published relates to business, 
und- this proportion is sure to increase. 
It is only necessary to glance at the 
popular magazines to note how strong 
is the demand for information relat- 
ing to business topics, for the editing 
of magazines has itself become less 
a literary and more of a commercial 
enterprise than ever before, and these 
magazine editors are keen to dcigcover 
any change in the tastes of the reading 
public. Take the leading April maga- 
zines and note how large is the spac 
devoted to economic and kindred top- 
ics. One magazine has a long article 
on the Treasury, another discusses the 
nature and significance of speculation, 
a third devotes many pages to an ac- 
count of the steamship trust, a fourth 
is publishing a serial history of the 
Standard Oil Company, a fifth tells of 
the development of a celebrated copper 
mine, a sixth contains a narrative of 
the first railroad merger. Monthlies 
' and weeklies alike have much to say 
on questions of finance and commerce. 

“It is quite possible, therefore, for 
young men in business who have not 
bad the advantage of collegiate train- 
ing not only to keep posted in regard 
to the current events in the wosld of 
affairs, but also to acquire a large de- 
gree of knowledge of the theory and 
practice of trade and finance. Many of 
them are doing so, and by studying 
evenings are qualifying themselves to 
take a leading part in the world. 

One of the most notable develop- 
ments along this line has been the or- 
ganization of the American Institute 
of Bank Clerks, whi has chapters in 
twenty-six cities and fully 6000 mem- 
bers. This organization is composed of 
employés of banks, trust companies 
and banking houses ‘who desire to im- 
prove themselves by devoting a por- 
“tion of their time to the study of the 
matters connected with the banki 
business.’ The frequent meetings o 
the different chapters are mainiy de- 
voted to the reading of papers on bank- 
ing topics and to debates on great 
economic subjects. The institute also 
maintains a correspondence school of 
banking, 

“The effect of all this on the future 
of finance and commerce must be, in 
the nature of things, far reaching. The 
business career, notwithstanding the 
modern tendency to spectalization, i« 
clearly to be broadened out. There is 
to be a deeper knowledge of princi- 
ples. An appetite for ascertining the 
basic truths ts to cultivated. The time 
will come when business men will not 
merely ask, does it pay?“ but ‘is it 
right?’ knowing that only t + things 
which are founded on right nciples 
are in the long run profitable dnd en- 
during. Whatever else may be said of 
the age we live in, one thing is certain, 
there has never beem a time when the 
search for vital truth was so intense 
and universal.” 


CURRENCY REPORTS. 
NATIONAL BANKS ORGANIZED. 
The following statement in relation 
to organization of national banks since 
the passage of the act of March l4, 
1900, has been issued from the office 
ot the Comptroller of the Currency:

USEFUL SWEDISH INVENTION, 
A Swedish newspaper says that by 

the assistance of Dr. Martin Eken- 
berg’s exsiccator, skimmed milk is 
transformed into a highly ‘soluble pow- 
der, which, dissolved at a tempera- 
ture of 60 to 70 deg. C. above zero 
in a proper quantity of water, gives 
a solution with the same taste, smell 
and other qualities as common milk. 
The flour, or powder, can be easily 
transported and can be kept a long 
time without being spoiled. The in- 
vention is considered to be of great 
importance for utilizing skimmed milk, 
which can be kept sweet only a very 
short time and cannot be transported 
long distances, but still has considera- 
ble alimentary value. The yearly out- 
put of skimmed milk from dairies in 
Sweden amounts to 600,000,000 liters 
(158,520,900 according to the 
statistics of the Department of Agri- 
culture. This milk may yield a quan- 
tity of milk flour of the’ same market 
value as the total export of butter. 
The price of a large exziccator, which 
evaporates 2000 liters (528 gallons) of 
skimmed milk in ten hours, will cost 
4000 to 5000 kronor ($1072 to $1340.) At 
the present time such apparatus are

PANAMA LEGISLATIVE BODY. 


PANAMA, April 19.—The Assembly 
ot the Department of Panama has ended 
its session.

Our Strenuous Liie. 


It may be asked if American domes- 
tic habits have not something to do 
with the frequent breakdowns of Amer- 
ican nerves. In perhaps the majority of 
cases, in cities at least, the day is ad- 
mirably arranged so as to give the 
business man no rest whatever until he 
gets into bed. It has come within our 
observation that, in our ‘civilization 
there are three systems of living out 
the ordinary working day. 

ere is the French system, which is 
that of the continent of Europe in gen- 
eral; there is the English system; and 
there is the American system. The last 
combines the chef features of the 
other two. The, Englishman goes to 
work late und comes away early, but 
during working hours he works all the 
time. His luncheon is light and eaten 
hastily—perhaps at his desk. For this 
he makes up by a leisurely breakfast 
and a leisurely dinner, while he has 
the early part of the afternoon to hin- 
self. The Frenchman, on the other 
hand, goes to work early and works 
hard until noon. The American is apt 
to underrate the energy with which the 
Frenchman works while he is working. 
But at noon work ceases, and he sits 
down to an abundant meal, well cooked, 
well served and eaten with an appetite 
and In peace 

After his dejeuner he has his petit 
verre, his smoke, and perhaps a game 
of dominoes or cards. while he ds- 
cusses politics, the arts or the topics 
of the day. He takes his two hours of 
refreshment as 2 matter of course; he 
has no prickings of conscience at wast- 
ing time, nor searchings of heart lest 
some one else should “get ahead of 
him.“ -RKven the laborer. who in America 
eats fis cold mid-day meal in a ditch 
or behind a pile of boards, generally 
sits down in Europe to a decent table 
deftly served, and however coarse his 
food has time to eat otherwise than 
as the lower animals. Then, with mind 
cleared and cheered, and body strength- 
ened and refreshed, laboring man and 
business man return to their tasks, to 
work hard and late. The American sys- 
tem, as we have said, combines the 
chief features of the other two. The 
American goes to work early, like the 
Frenchman; Jjike the Frenchman, he 
works late: but like the Englishman he 
fakes no time to himself at mid-day. 
His tuncheon is the merest snack; it is 
often. cooked badly and served worse: t 
ie oftener still, perhaps. drawn from 
a pager in his pocket and not served at 
ell. As for anv intelectual repose or 


mental distraction from the grim facts“ 


of work—not only is it not thought of, 
but the very idea would be laughed to 
scorn. F the moment of setting 
forth to the moment of return mind and 
body alike are deprived of their proper 
nourishment and rest. Tt is scarcely 
straneer, therefore. that Furope should 
be rich in elegart American widows 
and orphans. and the churchyards at 
home too full of young men's
